The forecast called for Category II 
weather from the northern entry point over denied territory 
to 26° north. The remainder of the route was predicted to 
be in Category III patchy IV. Actual weather encountered 
was Category I and II to. 28° north where it changed to 
Category III and IV with occasional Category II, bubbles. 
Cloud coverage was estimated to be 40% over the area of 
interest. Apparently the cloud cover in the Category III 
and IV areas was not as dense as might be expected when 
related to the amount of photo coverage obtained.

overall film quality as good with -40% cloud cover.

24 fair and 23 poor. These photos rated poor and fair 
were in the majority of cases degraded because of haze, 
clouds or obliquity. No discrepancies were reported 
on the- M B-2 M Configuration used on this flight.
